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POLITICAL NOT SOCIAL. 


Hitherto we have avoided in the United States mixing our social 


and political questions, and as a result we have had no class issues. 
We do not wanit any class issues, because the very essence of a repub- 
lic is that all people are equal and those who maintain that that 
principle is not correct, who are eternally talking of classes, are 
enemies of true democracy and do not underst 
of the word ‘‘republic.’’ 


and the very meaning 


It is very evident, however, thaf some of the virus that has done 
so much to cause discord and trouble in Europe has been imported 
here, and that selfish men for their own reasons, and for their ad- 
vancement, are busy trying to create class distinctions. The very 
essence of Unionism is that it will deal with social questions, with 
the question of wages, hours, and conditions outside of politics, and 
the wonderful success of Unionism in the United States, and nowhere 
has it succeeded more remarkably, is that it has devoted itself to its 
social mission and let politics alone in so far as national and state 
issues are concerned. 

That of course does not mean that men who earn their living by 
wages should not at the polls vote as it seems to them best for their 
advancement, nor does it mean that law makers shall not be pledged 
and held to the pledge of voting for those measures which Unionism 
and labor desire. All that is perfectly right and proper, just as it is 
well that legislators should be pledged for other measures that a given 
community, or a given number of people desire, but that is quite 
another matter from making labor a party by itself, and confining a 
political platform exclusively to social demands. 

It is very evident, however, that the so-called I. W. W. are not 
what they claim in any sense a labor organization. They are a politi- 
cal organization pure and simple and they are not looking for work, 
because they propose, like the French Revolutionists of the eighteenth 
century, to arrange matters so that work will be unnecessary. To 
Governor Johnson belongs the credit of having demonstrated that 
fact clearly and beyond cavil. A committee cf the so-called unem- 
ployed called upon him. They were the same men, and represented 
the same men, who had invaded Oakland, Richmond, and Benicia’ 
declaring that they were looking for work, and refusing it when 

offered on the score that it was not offered under Union conditions. 
The delegation called on the Governor to ask that they be given 
transportation to Ogden. Just why the taxpayers of California 
should pay their way to Ogden they did not explain, but they de- 
manded what they wanted and declared they were on their way to 
Washington to ask Congress to give them work. “You do not need 
to go to Washington,’’ said the Governor. ‘‘I will see that you get 
work immediately at union wages and under union rules.”’ He then 
asked the Superintendent of the Capitol to put them at work at 
once under those conditions. But they as promptly declined the in- | 
vitation. In fact they went further and confessed that neither they 
nor the vast majority of those who were with them wanted work. | 
They wanted to go East to spread their political doctrines, and they 
proposed to be back next year with a much larger crowd, and the 
States are to send them back and forward as they may desire. 

Later after leaving the Governor a number of the I. W. W. ora- 
tors announced, addressing large crowds on the streets of Sacra- 
mento, that they would take what they wanted if it were not given to | 
them peacefully. They made no disguise of the fact that labor, or| 
the right to labor, under any condition, were the last things they 
were seeking, and they announced that the principles of the French | 
Revolution were to be proclaimed in this country and carried out, in- | 
eluding the Rein of Terror. It should be stated, however, that those 
ideas were simply the views of the orators and ‘‘generals,’’ captains 
and leaders. The great mass simply seemed to think they were on a 
gigantic picnic in which lawlessness was safe, and not a few an- 
nounced that as soon as the ‘‘army”’ got in the neighborhood of 
their Eastern homes it would see them no more. 

The country owes the Governor a debt of gratitude for having 
exposed the true character of this movement so that all may see| 
exactly what it means and where it leads. and especially is it a| 
menace to the man of small means, because under the doctrine of the 
I. W. W. the man who owns his own home is as much of a reprobate 
proportionately as Rockefeller, or Carnegie. As the man with a small | 
home, who labors for a living can not get up and get out of the 
<ountry, like his rich neighbor, he has far more at stake in the preser- 
vation of order and peace than the latter. It is a notable fact, too, 
that this wandering army is as much opposed to unionism as it is to 
capitalism. Unionism is as bitterly denounced as the bankers, and 
the theory that any man has a right to call anything his own, be it 
much or little, is most bitterly denounced. 

The plan of state and government which the spokesmen of the 
movement advocate is that all should be held in common; that every 
one should have a right to help himself to anything he wishes; that 
the hours of labor should be redyced ; that no man should be allowed 
to be the father of more than a given number of children, the limit 
for the whole human race being the number of persons who die annu- 
ally, so that the population of the world will never be any greater 
than it is at present, and a few men—the leaders of course being the 
few—will arrange for the employment of the rest of mankind and 
give them what they need. There is to be no marrying or giving in 
marriage. Free love is as much a doctrine as short hours of labor, 

. religion, God and morality to be banished. That we have not 
exaggerated the program that these men asked the Governor to help 
them spread over the land can be substantiated by any one who 
listened to the. speeches that were made continually and that are

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NOT LEGAL BUT JUSTIFIABLE. 


The action of the Texas authorities, because there can be no 
doubt but that tlie Governor winked at the Rangers if he did nothing 
more when they crossed the frontier in search of Vergara’s body, 
tiay not be legal, but it is certainly justifiable. As Texas is over- 
whelmingly Democratic it is not possible to charge that what was 
done by the Lone Star State was due to partisan politics and there- 
fore tlie result is all the more convincing and unanswerable. 

The Rangers crossed the line, went to the cemetery where they 
evidently knw the body they sought was buried, brought it across 
the line and established by investigation that the man had been bru- 
tally murdered. As we have said, all this was clearly illegal, but it 
was one of the occasions where the end justified thé means and where 
it was necessary to go more rapidly than diplomacy usually moves. 
While the State Department was temporizing and exchanging notes 
it has now been shown that the case is one of brutal murder, and no 
doubt the same results would follow if the body of the Englishman 
Benton was examined. 

One thing that this Texas expedition shows, if it was needed to 
be shown, and that is that the Mexican rebels are not to be put on a 
par with civilized human beings, and that the scheme of treating 
them as if a republic in Mexico was a duplication of a republic in 
the north of the Rio Grande is absurd. Just what will result from 
this reevovery of Vergara’s body remains to be seen, but the Federal 
authorities can not afford to refuse to recognize the established facts 
and to act decisively upon them. This is only one of many murders 
of Americans and such a condition can not go on forever. 


WARM BATHS. 


The Standard Oil Company having offered to furnish warm salt 
water for a bath house, Richmond should not lose any time in erecting 
the buildings and getting the warm water. Nothing proves a greater 
attraction than baths to a very large number of persons who want 
Some way to amuse themselves. If Richmond had warm baths and 
a first-class bathing pool she would be able to afford a very acceptable 
entertainment to hundreds of her citizens, who leave here every 
Sunday to spend their money keeping up the enormous revenues of 
the street car companies and its aristocratic English owners, and 
visiting amusements in Oakland and San Francisco. 

A bath house, too, will give the youngsters some place to go, and 
Richmond has lately demonstrated that she has need of some place 
where the youth can go besides hanging around pool rooms and 
getting into the penitentiary or jails. Cleanliness being a kin to 
godliness, the idea of a municipal bath house cannot be too strongly 
encouraged, and we urge the eity fathers and Mayor Ludewig to 
give the matter their early attention. By all means let us have a 
municipal bath house. 


If instead of adding canal tolls to the cost of transportation 
on this coast, the government were to have free tolls, and a sub- 
sidised shipping such as European nations have—if, in other words, 
if the United States were run for Americans and not for Europe, 
what magnificent ports this country would have on this coast, and 
what a big shipping port this city would speedily become.

the same when they deem it neces- 
sary and proper.’’ But the Contra 
Costa Democratic Committee is at- 
tempting to shield a man who has 
proved that his written pledges are 
worthless. 

The facts, the votes cast by Sen- 
ator Owens in the Senate, show that 
he did repeatedly violate ‘‘his pledge 
as a Democrat.’’ The Democratic 
platform adopted at Sacramento Sep- 
tember 25, 1912, favored a state law 
limiting the use of injunctions in 
labor disputes, approved Senate bill 
85 as passed- by the Caliornia Senate 
in 1911, and recommended the pass- 


age of the measure by the 1913 
Legislature. On the anti-injunction 
bill Senator Owens voted ‘‘No,”’ 


though he had given his written word 
that he was in favor of the measure. 
Thus he violated his pledge as a 
Democrat and as a man. 

fhe Democratic platform favored 
an extension of the application of the 
women’s eight-hour law, and in reply 
to the written question, ‘“‘Are you in 
favor of strengthening the existing 
women’s eight-hour law by extending 
it to cannery workers and other ex- 
empted classes?’ he wrote his an- 
swer ‘‘Yes.’’ But he voted to muti- 
late the present law. 

The Democratic platform favored 
the adoption of an industrial insur- 
ance system by the state, and Sena- 
tor Owens gave his written pledge 
in favor of establishing compulsory 
compensation ‘‘together with a state 
insurance system to indemnify em- 
ployes against accidental injuries or 
death.’’ But he violated the Demo- 
cratic platform and his written 
pledge by voting with Leroy Wright 
to strike out of the bill the part re-

TROUT PLANTING 
STARTS ON 
JUNE IST 


The greatest planting of trout that 
California has ever known in a sin- 
gle year will begin on June 1, when 
deputies of the Fish and Game Com- 
mission will bring the distribution of 
19,000,000 fry, more than half a 
many as have been planted during 
the past three years. 

The heavy planting is intended as 
compensation for reductions during 
the preceding two years, which were 
unusually dry and which left many 
streams in such condition that the 
trout were entirely eliminated. In 
some streams there will be two 
plantings, and the work will con- 
tinue without interruption from June 
until the beginning of 1915. A special 
car with six to ten men will travel 
all over the state to distribute the 
trout. 

Reports from the various fish dis- 
tricts in the state indicate that trout 
fishing will be excellent. The streams 
are so high that there is prospect of 
prolonged sport, and the rains have 
cleaned out the channels to such an 
extent that feeding grounds will be 
in excellent shape. 

It was announced yesterday by 
Secretary Ernest Schaeffle that work 
will be commenced this summer on 
a new hatchery in Southern Califor- 
nia, the first to be built in that part 
of the state. Several others are 
Planned for various districts, and 
some of those in operation will be en- 
larged and improved.
